BROTHER SHOOTS BROTHER 

Nelson Gay, a fourteen-year-old col- 
ored boy, was shot and instantly 
killed Saturday afternoon, on the 
farm of Mr. E. K. Thomas, near 
North Middletown, by his brother, Joe 
Gay, aged thirteen. The killing was 
purely accidental. 

The boys, whose parents are ten- 
ants on the Thomas farm, had secur- 
ed a shot gun belonging to their fath- 
er, Gene Gay, and were out in the 
front yard of their home shooting 
bullbats. The older Gay had just re- 
loaded the gun with two shells, and 
was in the act of raising it to .his 
shoulder when it was accidentally 
discharged, the entire load taking ef- 
fect in the head and right side of the 
younger brother, who fell to the 
ground and expired almost instantly. 
Coroner Rudolph Davis, of Paris, was 
immediately notified, and accompani- 
ed by Deputy Sheriff Gibson, went to 
the scene. The boys' parents were 
eye-witnesses to the shooting, which 
was purely accidental, and -the 
Coroner, after hearing their testimo- 
ny, decided no jury investigation of 
the case was necessary, and made 
his report in accordance with the 
facts.

WAR AFFECTS PARIS MARKETS. 

Although very remote from the 
scene of the European conflict, Paris 
(Ky.) is feeling in some degree the 
stringency in the money market and 
the increased cost of foodstuffs, 
which is causing a general protest all 
over the United States. 

There is a general outcry against 
the increase in the prices of certain 
commodities, for which there seems 
to be no reasonable excuse. Retailers 
have to protect themselves , it is ad- 
mitted, but it is against the large 
wholesale companies who have put 
up the prices that there is so much j 
feeling. 

Hogs are said to be cheaper thau 
they were several weeks ago, and j 
yet frash pork is selling at 23 cents 
a pound, which is an advance of 2 
cents, and the wholesale price has ad- 
vanced even more. 

Beef, veal and lamb remains the 
same, from 15 to 18 to 20 and 25 
cents for choice cuts. Lard is still 
retailing at 15 cents. 

Flour has advanced 60 cents on the 
hundred pounds. A month a ago it 
was selling cheaper than had been 
known for a long time, but now it 
costs consumers $1.70 for fifty 
pounds, notwithstanding the fact that 
there is more wheat in the country 
than for years, and local dealers are 
paying only 75 cents a bushel for it. 

Sugar is another necessity that is 
rapidly advancing in price, selling at 
9 cents a pound, 11 pounds for $1, 
and $7.75 a hundred. 

Fresh vegetables are selling at 
fairly reasonable prices — corn at 15 
and 20 cents a dozen, potatoes at 40 
cents a peck and tomatoes at $1.50 
per bushel.

INTERNATIONAL HARVESTER 

COMPANY MUST DISSOLVE 



At St. Paul, Minn., the International 
Harvester Company, Wednesday, was 
declared to be a monopoly in re- 
straint of interstate and foreign trade 
and was ordered dissolved by a ma- 
jority decision filed by Judges Smith 
and Hook in the United States Court. 
Judge Walker H. Sanborn dissenting. 

Unless the $140,000,000 corporation 
submit a plan for the dissolution of 
the combination into at least three in- 
dependent concerns within ninety 
days, or in case of>ppeal within nine- 
ty days of the issuance of an appeal 
mandate from the United States Su- 
preme Court the decision announces 
that the court will entertain an ap- 
plication for the appointment of a re- 
ceiver for all the properties of the 
concern. 

The decision of the court was given 
by Circuit Judge Walter I. Smith, of 
Iowa, with which Judge William C. 
Hook, of Kansas, agreed, and from 
which Judge Walter A. Sanborn, of 
Minnesota, dissenter. 

The majority opinion held that the 
International Harvester Company was 
from its organization in 1902 in viola- 
tion of the Sherman law. The orig- 
inal corporation, formed of five con- 
cerns, violated the first section of the 
Sherman act by restraining competi- 
tion among themselves. The com- 
bined organization also tended to 
monopolize trade in contravention of 
the second section of this law. 



PREVENTION OF HYDROPHOBIA.

To the Peace Officers, Health 
cer and the People of Kentucky 

A recent examination of dags' 
heads from widely separated sec- 
tions of the State shows an alarming 
prevalence of hydrophobia. Under 
the authority conferred upon it by 
law, the State Board of Health here- 
by requests and directs all persons 
owning valuable dogs to keep them 
upon their own premises or to have 
them carefully muzzled, and Sheriffs, 
Chiefs of Police, Constables and the 
people generally are hereby request- 
ed and directed to destroy, as pain- 
lessly as possible, all unmuzzled dogs 
running at large, with a view to the 
prevention of hydrophobia. Failure 
to observe this request is punishable 
by fine before any magistrate. 

Through arrangements with the 
United States Public Health Service, 
the State Board of Health is enabled 
to give the Pasteur treatment at the 
Bacteriological Laboratory, Bowling 
Green, Kentucky, without expense, to 
individuals who have been bitten by 
rabid dogs or other animals. Dogs' 
heads suspected of being mad should 
be sent to the Laboratory, by express 
prepaid, and the result of the examin- 
ation will be telephoned or telegraph- 
ed. 

This board takes this occasion to 
inform the people of Kentucky that 
mad stones are useless if one is real- 
ly bitten by an infected animal. Their 
use gives a false sense of security 
and their use is forbidden by law.

NEWS BULLETINS TELL BRIEF-

TLE FIELD. 



BIG GUNS INVESTIGATING BOOST- 
ERS OF FOOD PRICES IN 
NEW YODK. 

NEW YORK, August 14.— Mayor 
Mitchel and District Attorney Whit- 
man set in motion Thursday two in- 
vestigations aimed at disclosing and 
bringing to punishment the men re- 
sponsible for the increasing prices of 
foodstuffs, clothing and household 
necessities. 

There is no longer any belief that 
the European war is responsible for 
high prices here except in the case 
of commodities which originate 
abroad or of which the raw product 
must be imparted. 



BLOW UP FORTS; DON'T SUR- 
RENDER. 

BRUSSELS, Aug. 14.— It was offici- 
ally announced here to-day that none 
of the Liege forts had capitulated as 
had been stated in the German re- 
ports. It was declared that the de- 
fenders had been instructed to blow 
up the forts rather than surrender. 



SAY PRICES ARE UNWARRANTED 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.— While 
the House of Representatives, usually 
impulsive in passing legislation of 
particular interest to the members 
themselves, has permitted various 
resolutions demanding an investiga- 
tion of the sudden increase in the 
cost of food products to go through 
the ordinary routine of committee as- 
signment and consideration, Presi- 
dent Wilson suddenly took cogni- 
zance of the tood situation in this 
country Thursday "by directing the 
Attorney-General and the Secretary 
of Commerce to institute an immedi- 
ate inquiry with a view to determin- 
ing whether or not the advances in 
food are justified by economic laws, 
and if not, to begin criminal action 
against those responsible for forcing 
up the cost of living by arbitrary or 
artificial means. 

In the President's judgment the un- 
usually high prices of food now pre- 
vailing are unwarranted, and in his 
letter to the Attorney-General he dis- 
plays deep indignation at what he 
considers to be an unjustified attempt 
on the part of certain interests and 
individuals to reap unusual profits at 
the expense of the masses of the peo- 
ple. 

Secretary of Commerce Redfield is 
outspoken in his denunciation of the 
"food grabbers." He said that nor- 
mal advances in prices could be ex- 
pected, but that there was no reason 
for such large boosts. 

"Artificial or abnormal advances 
are not only unpatriotic but damna- 
ble," said Secretary Redfield, "and 
those engaged in such activities de- 
serve the severest punishment. Nor- 
mal increases may be looked for, par- 
ticularly in the prices of meat. 

"It is reasonably certain that the 
demand abroad will increase, and 
those who hold their supplies will 
get higher prices." 

The rise of 20 per cent in the price 
of automobile tires is pointed out as 
an example of what American manu- 
facturers are willing to do with Euro- 
pean competition eliminated. 

Attorney-General McReynolds late 
Thursday sent instructions to the 
United States District Attorneys at 
Cincinnati, Covington, Cleveland, In- 
dianapolis, Charleston, Pittsburg and 
other places to inquire without delay 
into the food situation in their re- 
spective disctricts and to invoke the 
Federal law against all men who may 
be violating the statutes in boosting 
artificially or cornering food pro- 
ducts.

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FRENCH GOVERNMENT SEIZES 
KENTUCKY THOROUGHBREDS 



Valuable thoroughbred horses, pur- 
chased in the Bleuegrass by Phil 
Chinn, of Harrodsburg, for the Van- 
derbilts and quartered at the Vander- 
bilt stables in Paris, France, are re- 
ported to have been confiscated for 
army service by the French Govern- 
ment. Mr. Chinn is now in England, 
and the report is not confirmed. 

According to the Harrodsburg Her- 
ald these fine horses which he took 
from America to France have been 
confiscated for use by French cavalry 
officers, but it is understood that Mr. 
Chinn sold them before the war. 

One horse bought for Vanderbilt by 
Mr. Chinn cost $250,000. 

John E. Madden, of Fayette has 
sold to Louis Winans, the English 
horseman, Polish, the crack two-year- 
old colt, of Ogden, out of Lucy Glit- 
ters. The price paic is not disclosed, 
but it is understood to be a good one, 
since Polish is considered a likely 
favorite for the Futurity to be run 
August 29, at Saratoga. He will start 
in the colors of the new owner.

To the Peace Officers, Health Offi- 

and the People of Kentucky: 
A recent examination of dags' 
heads from widely separated sec- 
tions of the State shows an alarming 
prevalence of hydrophobia. Under 
the authority conferred upon it by 
law, the State Board of Health here- 
by requests and directs all persons 
owning valuable dogs to keep them 
upon their own premises or to have 
them carefully muzzled, and Sheriffs, 
Chiefs of Police, Constables and the 
people generally are hereby request- 
ed and directed to destroy, as pain- 
lessly as possible, all unmuzzled dogs 
running at large, with a view to the 
prevention of hydrophobia. Failure 
to observe this request is punishable 
by fine before any magistrate. 

Through arrangements with the 
United States Public Health Service, 
the State Board of Health is enabled 
to give the Pasteur treatment at the 
Bacteriological Laboratory, Bowling 
Green, Kentucky, without expense, to 
individuals who have been bitten by 
rabid dogs or other animals. Dogs' 
heads suspected of being mad should 
be sent to the Laboratory, by express 
prepaid, and the result of the examin- 
ation will be telephoned or telegraph- 
ed. 

This board takes this occasion to 
inform the people of Kentucky that 
mad stones are useless if one is real- 
ly bitten by an infected animal. Their 
use gives a false sense of security 
and their use is forbidden by law.
